Ferndale Man Arrested for 
Pointing Rifie at Deputies 
A 26-year-old Ferndale man was arrested on felonious 
assault charges after pointing a loaded deer rifle at two 
Crawford County Sheriff deputies about 1 p.m. November 24. 
The deputies had stopped the Ferndale man and another 
suspect in connection with a report of a disturbance at the 
Horseshoe Inn. The deputies spotted a vehicle described by 
the bar owner and were checking the vehicle out when one of 
the two suspects pointed the rifle at the deputies. The man 
surrendered without problems and a handgun was also found 
in the vehicle. Michigan State Police from Gaylord and a 
Grayling DNR officer assisted the deputies. The name of the 
suspect is being withheld until arraignment in 83rd 
District Court. 


Romulus Woman Shot in Maple Forest 


Thelma Bast, 45, of Romulus, was shot in the right leg 
Friday, Nov. 23, about 5:10 p.m. while gathering firewood at 
the edge of the woods. Her condition the next day was listed 
as critical but stable at Mercy Hospital. She was shot near 
House Rd. about a quarter mile east of Sherman Rd. in Maple 
Forest. The shooting is still under investigation by the sheriff 
dept. and they suspect the shooting was an accident. They 
are checking hunters who were in the area that day. 

A driver charged with 0.U.1.L. received no injuries when 
his vehicle went into a ditch along Leline Road a half mile 
north of Pioneer Road about 6:37 p.m. Nov. 19. 

A driver fleeing city police and sheriff deputies received 
minor injuries about 3:05 a.m, Nov. 19 from a car accident 
along North Down River Rd. just east of the I-75 overpass. 
The names of the drivers are being withheld until arraign- 
ment in district court.

Judge Dismisses Charge 


Against Grayling Ba 


District Court Judge Har- 
vey Varnum dismissed a 
charge of uttering and 
publishing a forged in- 
strument against John Alef, 
Sr., the president of the 
Grayling State Bank. 


Varnum said in _shis 
decision issued November 
20th at the “testimony and 
exhibits presented by the 
people during the prelimi- 
nary examination fall short 
in establishing that the alter- 
ation of the assignment of 


land contract was falsely 
made. It also failed to show 
that, even if falsely made, 
the defendant here ‘‘knew”’ 
or had knowledge that the 
instrument was false.” 

‘furthermore the eviden- 
ce totally fails to show any 
intent on the part of the 
defendant, John H. Alef, Sr., 
to defraud.” 

Varnum also said the 
testimony falls woefully 
short of establishing any 
probable cause to charge the 
defendant with the offense.

Alef and former car dealer 
Michael DiPonio were 
charged with forgery and ut- 
tering and publishing a 
forged document in connec- 
tion with a $190,000 Small 
Business Loan. The forgery 
charge against Alef was 
earlier dismissed by a 
the Special

kowski. DiPonio was grant- 
ed immunity against the 
charges in exchange for 
testimony but he was never 
called to the witness stand. 


Fair Board Looking at Land 


The Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners and 
county fair board is looking 
at a 40-acre parcel across 
from the Grayling High 
School as a possible per- 
manent county fair grounds. 

“We think there is a need 
in the county for a_ per- 
manent fairground,” said 


Harold Mertes, a fair board 
member. 

If the Crawford County 
Fair found its own land, it 
could become eligible for

state department of agri- 
culture funds designated to 
help pay fair premiums and 
construct fairground build- 
ings. 

Mertes said some things 
the fair board does now must 
be torn down. A permanent 
fairgrounds would —en- 
courage groups to become 
more involved. 

“We would like to have 
facilities that would be 
available for multiple use,”’ 
Mertes said. “Ideally the

fairgrounds would be used 
more than one week a year.”’ 

Groups such as 4-H, horse 
clubs, and other community 
organizations could share 
the facilities, he said. Even 
some school activities could 
take place at the fair- 
grounds. 

The county commissioners 
have appointed a special 
committee of Jeannette Kit- 
chen and John Miller to help 
the fair board in its search 
for land. The county board

A Plea For Help! 


A week ago virtually all of 
us enjoyed a_ traditional 
Thanksgiving feast, and 
deservedly so. But on the op- 
posite side of the world, in 
Ethiopia and other areas of 
the western Sahara Desert, a 
relentless and almost un- 
believable tragedy is taking 
place! 

Virtually millions of 
people, of every age, from 
newborn babies to the aged, 
are dying of starvation! Ad- 
verse weather for several 
years has dried up their land 
so they cannot grow grain. 
They have eaten their seeds 
for food. They have killed 
their cattle and ate them 
rather than have them die of 
starvation and lack of water. 
Millions have walked hun- 
dreds of miles to reach some 
form of civilization where 
they can find food. Their 
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‘Listen to Voters’ 
Renovation Backers 
Tell School Board 


The school board doesn’t listen to the 
voters who elected them, say a group of 
supporters for renovating the Grayling 
Middle School. 

Don Welser, a supporter of renovating the 
68-year-old building, said that was one of the 
biggest complaints aired by several persons 
supporting renovation in a co-operative 
staternent reacting to the school board’s 
views published last week in the Avalanche. 

“The general feeling of the citizens and 
petitioners seems to be one of resentment 
towards the school board’s stand and state- 
ments that if the remodeling issue should 
pass, the board would return to the voters 
for another bond issue and more money 
prior to the expiration of the five year 
millage,” Welser said. 

“First off, we believe that the school 
board is an administrative body elected by 
the people to carry out the mandates of the 
people and to educate our children the best 
way they can with the monies available,” 
Welser said. 

“One of the additional responsibilities of 
the board is the routine maintenance and 
upkeep of the district’s buildings and 
possessions. The overwhelming majority of 
voters do not seem to think this responsi- 
bility has been properly performed. In the 
past elections this point has come across 
loud and clear leading to the citizens 
petition for one mill a year for five years to 
do the job of ‘better maintenance, necessary 
repairs, and remodeling.’ ” 

“At this point, we believe the school board 
should have jumped on the band wagon - 100 
percent behind the citizens and _ their 
petition - instead of finding fault and trying 
to undermine it.” 

“Several of the past boards also have 
(against the wishes of the citizens) pro- 
crastinated on the issue of middle school 
remodeling and not listened to the voice of 
the citizens and voters. This blunder has 
cost the taxpayers thousands of dollars for 
past elections which could have been used 


for repairs at the middle school.” 

‘Another misconception and general 
belief of the school board seems to be that 
we must hire and pay an architect and that 
all renovation must have architectural 
engineer drawings, approvals, seals, and so 
forth. This is not so. For instance, it cer- 
tainly is not necessary - and it would be a 
waste of tax dollars — to pay a fee of 10 per- 
cent or whatever of the total cost of a project 
to an architectural firm for the purchase 
and installation of carpet,” Welser said. 

“Anyone working for a percentage of the 
total likes the total high - so we would 
probably be purchasing higher cost carpet 
than necessary. We’re not against fair 
price, wages, etc., but wouldn’t it be more 
sensible for the school board just to put the 
job out for competitive bids? No architec- 
tural fees, no middleman, And do we need to 
pay a percentage to an engineer to tell the 
brick mason how to point and tuck mortar 
joints where necessary? Or pay an ar- 
chitech a percentage to repair a roof leak? 
Or lower a classroom ceiling? We could go 
on and on, but the point is, the more per- 
centages paid out, the less dollars to do the 
job.” 

“The one mill is enough money to do the 
job satisfactorily,” Weiser stresses, ‘‘and to 
say otherwise is being prematurely 
pessimistic.” 

‘“‘The board also at this point seems to be 
taking a stand that our maintenance, repair, 
and remodeling project would be best done 
whole hog, all at once, but this is not the way 
the citizen’s petition reads — it is one mill 
for five years — not five mills for one year. 
It is intended to be stretched out and prob- 
lems corrected as necessary on a first need 
priority basis. It will be sort of like the Gray- 
ling City curbs and street project, one or 
more at a time as the monies are available. 
Sure it would be great to have them all done 
immediately but the costs would have 
doubled or tripled just due to interest 
alone,” Welser said.

A Fish Out of Water? 
some Species Like It 


Fish that breathe air, walk 
on land, and climb trees? 

They really exist, says the 
recent issue of “Ranger 


Rick’ magazine. 


For instance, mudskippers 
- froggy-eyed fish that live 
along the coasts of Asia and 
Africa - actually dart around 
on mud. When the tide goes 
out and the muddy bottom of 
the swamp appears, these 
fish don’t head for water, 
they head for the mud - 
great place to find shellfish 
and insects for dinner, says 
the monthly — children’s 
publication of the National 
Wildlife Federation. 

A mudskipper can live out 
of water because it carries 
water in two spongy sacs 
around its gills. The air it 
gulps mixes with water in 
the sacs, and the gills then 
take in oxygen, just as they 
do when the fish is swirn- 
ming, 

Yet the mudskipper’s 
method is not fool-proof. If it 
swallows food, the water and 
air around the gills squirt 
out, forcing the mudskipper 
to then hop back into the 
water for a refill. 

Another amazing fish is 
the walking catfish, which 
can also live out of water by 


using special ‘‘breathing 
pouches” near its gills. Its 


habitat is in Florida and Asia 
where it spends most of its 
time in water. But if its pond 
dries up, the catfish will 


climb out of the basin and 
walk to a new one by pulling 
itself along with its front 
fins. In fact, people have 
seen walking catfish hold up 
traffic, as hordes of them 
commuted across highways 
to their new homes. 

Climbing perch are also 
great “walkers” that can 
even climb over rocks and 
logs, says Ranger Rick. The 
perch, like the walking cat- 
fish, will travel to find a new 
home when its pond dries up, 
using its spiny gill covers 
and fins as ‘‘feet.” 

Lungfish are the only fish 
in the world that have real 
lungs. The African lungfish, 
for example, lives in the 
water during the rainy 
season, but during the dry 
season, it squirms about two 
feet into the mud, curts its 
snakelike body into a ball 
and then makes a cocoon out 
of mud and slime from its 
skin. The lungfish then 
leaves a small air hole in its 
cocoon and sleeps under the 
mud for a few months - until 
the rainy season comes 
again.

John MacGregor, DNR

LET’S TAKE another look at the 1984 
election, and poke around a bit in some of 
the carnage left by the Reagan juggernaut 
~ or sifting the ashes from the electoral 
avalanche... 

LOOK FOR governing to be more difficult 
for Gov. James Blanchard for a while. 

Republicans hold a-slim edge in the state 
senate and the voters have trimmed the 
slim Democratic edge in the state house. A 
flip by only a handful of liberal Republican 
senator's or conservative Democratic house 
members could bring on deadlock. It will 
happen frequently, most likely. 

Of course, there are more conservative 
Democratic house members than there are 
liberal Republican senators. Either switch 
slows down the lawmaking train,..which is 
not necessarily all bad. 

Gov. Blanchard will have to practice the 
art of compromise much more effectively 
than he did during his first two years, But, 
being the politician that he is, he is fully 
capable of excellence in the game of 
political give-and-take. 


IT SURE COSTS a bundle to run for office. 
Debt retirement fund-raisers are all the 
vogue these days. 

In North Carolina, Sen. Jesse Helms and 
Gov. James Hunt pulled out all the stops and 
spent something like $20 million altogether 
in that race. Helms has been raising money 
for years for one reason or another, and he 
blew a bundle to keep his senate seat — an 
estimated $12 million. Hunt came almost as 
close. 

Right here in Michigan, Bill Schuette of 
Midland spent close to $700,000 to defeat in- 
cumbent Don Albosta in the 10th 
Congressional District, Total spending in 
the Schuette-Albosta donnybrook will be 
over $1 million. 

U.S. Senate candidates Car] Levin and 
Jack Lousma also dipped into the till for a 
couple of million or more apiece to bring 
their stories to the people. And other races 
are proportionately expensive. The higher 
the office and the closer the battle, the more 
money seems to be spent. 

It’s all ridiculous, of course. There should 
be a halt somewhere. 


The Michigan Drunk Driving Task Force 
has asked the Legislature to make the 
necessary amendments to the Liquor Con- 
trol Act to allow for a more efficient enforce- 
ment to deal with the problem of illegal 
sales of alcoho! to underage or intoxicated 
persons. 

The group made eight recommendations 
that would reinforce attempts to stop illegal 
sales and consumption. 

Recommendations made include in- 
creasing the fine of $25 to $100 for a person 
less than 21 years of age who purchases, 
consumes or possesses alcohol. 

Also recommended was augmenting the 
penalties which can be levied upon under- 
aged persons by the suspension of the per- 
son’s driver’s license for a period not to ex- 
ceed one year. 

An amendment to the Liquor Control 
Commission Regulations which would make 
provision for exclusion by licensees of per- 
sons under the legal drinking age from on- 
premise establishments was recommended 
as well as encouraging greater use by the 
commission of liquor license suspensions for 
establishments with repeated violations. 

More general recommendations to be pre- 
sented to the Legislature include the rein- 
stitution of covert enforcement by the com- 
mission directed at license liquor dispensing 
establishments and a renewal of the com- 
mission’s efforts to assist local law enforce- 
ment in carrying out shared responsibilities 
for administering the Liquor Control Act 
and administrative rules of the commission. 

Final recommendations suggested by the 
task force include a proposed amendment to 
the administrative rules to limit “reduced 
price” drink promotions by on-premise 
licensees and to require an accounting by

Spending limits are not necessarily good 
because the incumbent always has the ad- 
vantage; a challenger, to make even a close 
race, usually have to outspend the incum- 
bent, who has quite an edge going in. 

Public financing, in my view, also would 
be a bad soiution; we have much higher 
priority for the limited resource of taxpayer 
dollars. 

All { know is that when you get so much 
money involved in running for office, it’s no 
wonder the ordinary people lose some con- 
fidence in the system. 

* * * 

THE 1984 ELECTION was one of the least 
tasteful in recent memory, and that goes 
across the board. Of course, not all races for 
all offices were dirty. But where the mud 
flew, it really flew. 

The aforementioned Schuette-Albosta 
race was a gutter-type contest in many 
respects. So were two other congressional 
matches that were closely contested — 
Howard Wolpe and Jackie McGregor in the 
Third District, and Bob Carr and Tom Ritter 
in the Sixth District. The Levin-Lousma 
donnybrook had overtones of negativism as 
well. 

Even the top of the ticket seemed to dwel] 
on the negative characteristics of the op- 
position, rather than the positive plans for 
the future. And that goes both ways. 

However, the toppers were in many cases 
in local races across the state — for sheriff, 
prosecutor, county courthouse, and even 
township hall jobs in some areas. 

This whole trend is really too bad. 
Negative type of campaigning is another 
way to shake public confidence in our 
governmental system. 

* * * 

TAKE A LOOK at how Michigan’s 
supreme court will line up starting in 
January.

local political subdivisions of enforcement 
expenditures as a condition of receiving 
commission enforcement monies from fees. 

The recommendations, if transmitted to 
the Legislature yet this year, will be more 
likely to be acted upon during the next 
legislative session, which will begin in 
January. 

In another related matter, the state Court 
of Appeals ruled it is not a Civil Rights Act 
violation for bars to exclude admittance to 
adults who are at least 18, but under the 
state’s legal drinking age of 21. 

The three-judge panel said, although such 
persons are generally recognized as adults 
for most legal purposes, they are still 
minors under the Liquor Control] Act. 

“Applying a practical rule of reason to the 
instant case, it is our opinion that denial of 
admission to 18 and 21 year olds is a reason- 
able extension of the statutory prohibitions 
of serving alcohol to individuals under the 
age of 21. 

“Our view that this practice is permitted 
by law is supported by the strict statutory 
sanctions imposed upon licensees who 
violate any provisions of the Liquor Control 
Act,” the court declared. 

The decision affirmed the Oakland County 
Circuit Court that such action by bars or 
other establishments serving alcoholic 
beverages does not constitute age discrim- 
ination. 

The court agreed that, while no law ex- 
pressly prohibits or limits the presence of 
persons over age 17 in such establishments, 
the Liquor Control Act prohibits persons un- 
der 21 from consuming or possessing 
alcoholic beverages and the Dram Shop Act 
imposes penalties upon persons who furnish 
liquor to minors.

The problem = wasn’t 
Mother Nature on the ram- 
page, but damage to in- 
sulators on _ high-voltage 
power lines caused by care- 
less hunters. “It’s a year- 
round problem,” says Lend- 
burgh Hoofman of Con- 
sumers Power’s Prudenville 
area, ‘“‘but becomes worse in 
the fall during hunting 
season.” 

In 1983, well over 13,000 
customers lost power 
because of gunshot damage 
to insulators. So far this 
year, electric service to 
12,807 customers has been 
interrupted. 

Hoofman says the loss of 
electricity goes beyond in- 
conveniencing thousands of 
customers. Lives are en- 
dangered when _ traffic 
signals quit working...shop- 
pers are caught in darkened 
malls and others are trapped 
in elevators. Even the lives 
of the hunters conid be lost to 
ricocheting bullets or falling 
wires. 

The manager of Con- 
sumers Power’s Prudenville 
area says the damage done 
to insulators does, of course, 
cost money. The 255 
damaged last year, cost 
$26,000 to replace. - 

Since 1975, Consumers 
Power has spent nearly 
$580,000 to repair insulators. 
All of those costs ultimately

Doodies From 
The Tall Timber

“Very tasty” was the most 
often heard phrase when | 
introduced some visitors to 
the berries of the Checker- 
berry or Wintergreen as we 
call it in this area. The term 
wintergreen is very apt 
because the foilage of this 
common woodland plant 
remains green even in the 
winter. The stems are woody 
and branch freely with erect 
portions which may reach 
six inches tall. This native of 
North America is most 
commonly found in 
coniferous forests all over 
the Americas. The plant 
bears flowers in late sum- 
mer. The white waxy- 
appearing blossom turns in- 
to a bright red berry-like 
fruit which ripens in late 
summer and actually in- 
creases in size throughout 
the winter. 

For me, at least, a deer 
hunt would not be complete 
without a handful of winter- 
green berries to munch on. 
Others in the forest, such as 
grouse, chipmunks and deer, 
also enjoy them. Usually a 
plant has only one or two 
berries, so finding enough to 
make a pound would be a 
problem since there are 
about 2,000 fresh berries in 
that pound. The reason why 
genuine wintergreen oi) is 
almost nonexistent is that a 
ton of leaves are needed to 
produce a pound of oil. What 
we call wintergreen oil is 
made synthetically. 

.A delicately flavored win- 
tergreen tea may be made 
by steeping several bruised 
leaves in hot water and if you 
haven't tried a mixture of 
wintergreen and 
blueberries, you have 
missed a marvelous taste 
treat.

during the development and 
legislative consideration of 
the Maternal and Child 
Health Block Grant. 

‘In the 36th District,” 

Binsfeld noted, ‘‘there are an 
estimated 400 pregnant 
women from low income 
families who have no health 
insurance and are not cover- 
ed by Medicaid.’’ She added, 
“Since we know prenatal 
care is a cost-effective ap- 
proach to reducing our high 
infant mortality rates and 
keeping down the high costs 
of hospital neonatal care, we 
are pleased that these 
federal funds will enable us 
to complete the necessary 
first year financing of Mich- 
igan’s $5.0 million prenatal 
care project.” 
The project will serve 
10,000 low income families 
when fully implemented at 
the end of two years, First 
year funding at $2.5 million 
will make prenatal/post par- 
tum care available to 5,000 
women across the State. The 
increased funds will also 
provide for the maintenance 
of a wide variety of Maternal 
and Child Health services 
delivered by our local health 
departments.

Under the authority of Section 1 of Act 230, P.A. 1925, as

Several alternatives 
for storage, sorting and pick-up of waste, along with staffing 
needs, were discussed. 

—DSS: The trend in programs is now toward client education, 
rather than job training. A £35 thousand contract for on-the-job 
vocational training is being sought, which may include scholar- 
ships at technical schools. The DSS share of the $10,226.00

--District Health: The District still seems committed to cutting 
services to Crawford residents if we do not meet the appropria- 
tion required by formula for 1985.

I have read with interest 
the letters and articles in the 
Avalanche regarding the 
“Right to Life’? movement. 
From the content it seems 
that these people are con- 
cerned, intelligent —in- 
dividuals, That is why I find, 
it confusing that none of the 
writers ever follow up their 
proposals with logical con- 
clusions. 

Why are there never let- 
ters demanding a local plan- 
ned parenthood © office? 
Where were the outraged let- 
ters of protest when the 
Reagan administration wan- 
ted to require parental 
notification when minors 
receive birth control? On the 
average 2 out of every 5 
teenage girls become 
pregnant. Why isn’t the 
Right to Life movement at 
the school board meetings 
demanding comprehensive 
sex education classes? Isn’t 
it logica] that preventing an 
unwanted pregnancy is a 
better alternative than 
trying to close off options on- 
ce a mistake has happened? 

Attempts to legislate 
morality have always had a 
poor track record. If the 
human life amendment is 
put into effect several things 
will happen. Women who 
have money will go out of the 
country to have the 
procedure. Women with 
limited resources will find 
unlicensed practitioners or 
attempt to self abort. Some 
of those women will die. 
Others will become per- 
manently _ sterile.

The Right to Life move- 
ment has every right to try 
and convince people they are 
right.

Resource 
Review

Several years ago, the use 
of elevated platforms, or 
tree stands, was legalized 
for bow and arrow hunters. 
The law specifically states 
that ‘A person may hunt 
with bow and arrow from a 
portable scaffold, portable 
raised platform, or tree. The 
name and address of the 
user of a scaffold or raised 
platform shall be etched, 
engraved, implanted, burn- 
ed, printed or painted on the 
scaffold or raised platform 
in a legible manner. A per- 
son shall not construct, or 
permanently affix a scaffold 
or raised platform toa tree.”’ 
MCLA 312,10(1) (a) 

Simple enough, except 
that initial interpretation of 
“portable’”’ included scaf- 
folds or platforms which 
were nailed to a tree. The 
rationale for this was that 
the hunter would remove his 
handiwork at the end of the 
bow season, 

Well, it takes only cursory 
examination of any forested 
area to see that very few, if 
any, of these platforms were 
ever removed. In Crawford 
County alone there are thou- 
sands of tree stands which 
have been sturdily nailed to 
any available tree. 

So now we have had to 
more strictly interpret the 
statute quoted above. Por- 
table means portabie. Any 
tree stand or platform which 
is nailed to a tree on public 
land is illegal. Any person 
who uses such a platform is 
in violation of the statute. 
Any person using a tree 
stand that does not bear that 
person’s name is in viola- 
tion. 

Strict enforcement of this 
law, although belated, will 
hopefully alleviate the ob- 
vious problem. 

P.S. anyone who takes it 
upon himself to destroy one 
of these eyesores on public 
land will be doing everyone a 
favor.
